It is manifestly impossible to confine within the limits of a 
single volume the ever-increasing mass of legal lore in respect to 
private corporations. Mr. Clark has wisely not attempted this. 
His treatise is really a digest and needs to be supplemented by 
some more exhaustive work to be truly efficient. The strong 
points of his work are its logical arrangement, the completeness 
with which it deals with many as yet unsettled points, and the 
fact that it represents the law as it is, not as it has been.
